\ press dispatch from Parkersburg, 


TV. Va., in last Friday morning's Phil- 
adelphia Record and probably in oth- 
er papers announced the complete 
acquittal of E. C. Morse, George B. 
Goetz, Joseph C- Byron and others, 
all former army off.cers arraigned in 
the federal court there on charges of 
conspiracy in connection with the 
surplus property division of the TVar 
Department- 
The information is of peculiar in- 


terest m Danville by reason of the 
fact that it is believed to refer to the 
Joseph C. Byron, who about twenty- 
four years ago was an army officer 
detailed as commandant of the Dan- 
ville Military Institute and who was 
actively identified with civic and busi- 
ness affairs in Danville at that time 
and subsequently. After leaving Dan- 
ville ihen Lieutenant Byron, became 
crippled and was out of active army 
service, and is said to have been lo- 
cated :n Hagerstown. Met., where he 
was engagod in business. Ever since 
leaving here he has been in correspon- 
dence at intervals with some of his 
former proteges who were students at 
the institute. Based on the informa- 
tion of one of these, the officer just 
honorably and completely acquitted 
before Judge D. Lawrence Groner :n 
the 
Parkersburg, 
TV. Va., 
federal 


court, is the same. Lieutenant Byron 
so widely and favorably known to 
older Danville residents. 


The prosecution of these officers 
appears clearly to have been an in- 
stance of the over-zeal of certain of- 
ficials, probably Republicans, in their 
dragnet effort to discredit the Wilson 
administration. Seven defendants' to- 
gether with the United States Harness 
company, of Ranson, TV. Va- werei 
ind.cted upon charges of conspiracy in 
conjunction with a contract obtained 
from the federal government by /the 
harness company for the disposal of 
surplus harness stock after the sign- 
Ing" of the armistice. Thay were al- 
leged to have conspired to obtain the 
stock at a low price and to have sold 
it at a high one. 
In directing the jury to acquit the 


defendants. 
Judge 
Groner. 
whose 


home is in Norfolk. Va.. declared the 
government had failed to produce any 
evidence of "fraud or conspiracy to 
defraud" and that he would not feei 
that he would be doing his duty un- 
less he instructed a verdict of "not 
guilty." This vindication is the more 
complete when one recalls that prior 
to his elevation to the judic.ary.

The first meeting of tho Good Gov-

Brown, H. M. Martin and A. D.' Keen, 
to plan a course of action 
and to 


make a report. This committee went 
out, 
drew up a resolution, which en- 


dorsed a separate district to provide 
for Danville's representation in the 
House of Delegates and presented the 
resolution to the meeting. 
It was 


adopted by acclamation. 


Judge Brown, in urging adoption 


said that the present situation, which 
was amazing, had continued for 23 
years: that Danville had been repre- 
sented during most of this period 
only through the agreement of the 
Democratic chairman of the city and 
county, and that at the last election 
the city was left out entirely and had 
no representative, a citizen of th" 
city, in the House. 
He asserted that 


the city clearly had a right to such 
representation and that it was a mat- 
ter of prime importance in certain 
instances when some measure of lo- 
cal importance was presented to the 
General Assembly for action. 


^illiam B. Smith replied to Judge 


Brown's argument by saying that the 
Good Government Club would weak- 
en its case for the passage of the 
charter change bill by advocating at 
the same time the Change in dis- 
tricts giving Danville 
a representa- 


tive. His contention was that 
the 


club should concentrate on the pas- 
sage of the charter change provisions. 
He was supported in this by "W. R. 
Harrison. 


However, the action

Decision Has 


Far Reaching 


Effect On Banks 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 28.—In a de- 


cision which is expected fo have far 
reaching effect on the branch bank- 
ing by national banks, the supreme 
court today, in a case, brought by 
the First National Bank in St. Louis, 
held that national banks under the 
Federal Banking Act are prohibited 
from 
establishing 
branches 
unless 


they, come" within 
the 
exceptions 


pointed out tiy the court. 


Specifically the court held that the 


opening of a branch by the St. Louis 
bank, was -in violation of the federal 
law, 
and furthermore, that a Missouri 


state.law which also forbade it could 
be enforced in the state courts. Whe- 
ther the decision, which was deliv- 
ered by Justice Sutherland, 
would 


apply also existing branches of na- 
tional banks- established under fed- 
eral laws passed in 1865 and 1913 
will be determined by interpretation 
and study.,of .the""court's'decision' or 
by further''cases which may come; up' 
for consideration. 


The law of 1865 permitted state 


banks with branches to become na- 
tional banks to absorb the former. In 
the law of 1918 permitted other na- 
tional banks to absor bthe former. In 
that way hundreds of national bank 
branches have come into being.

Opposition to the Smith bill under 


the terms of which the major part of 
the tax on machinery in Virginia 
manufactures would be secured for 
the state, is a perfectly natural cir- 
cumstance. The cities of Virginia are 
having sufficiently rough sledding on 
their present incomes without spring- 
ing a further leak in their treasuries, 
as would be the case if the Smith bill 
were to become effective. 
Danville 


would be deprived of more than $40,- 
000 through the operation of this bill 
and of *be sum, $17.000 would be the 
amount due to the city schools. It is 
apparent that in Richmond today a 
considerable degree of opposition will 
be expressed to the bill especially 
from the cities which will be made 
the 
chief sufferers. 
Some of the 


counties also would be materially af- 
fected. 
When one contemplates the

Passing of Ban Johnson's Jinx

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—Baseball is 


a mighty fickle .pastime. In th'e pass- 
ing of Car! Mays from the ranks of 
the American League goes the player 
who ever since his coming to tho 
American League has been a storm 
center. 


Mays is the player who almost dis- 


rupted tho American League. 
Mays 


IK the individual largely responsible 
for the position of affluence now held 
by Judge Landis. Mays is the player 
who broke the power of Ban Johnson 
as the dictator of baseball. 


Mays first gained fame in Boston. 


After becoming a national celebrity 
he became temperamental. 
It is a 


matter of baseball history how, prior 
to an important game between Cleve- 
land and Boston, he held up the game 
10 minutes by refusing to pitch until 
Owner Frazee had given him a new 
contract calling for an increase of 
$1,000 in salary. 


The new clause calling for the ex- 


tra money was drawn up on the Bos- 
tori bench and 
Mays stopped 
his 


pitching long enough to sign the pa- 
pers. 


That was the first episode in the 


career of Mays as a belligerent in 
the baseball rapks. 
From that time 


to his passing he has ever been a rag- 
ing storm center. 


In Chicago one day the White Sox 


began to hit his delivery rather freely 
and his support wabbled badly. Mays 
walked off the field, declaring that he 
would never pitch another game for 
Boston and that he would have to be 
traded to a club up 'in the race, pre- 
ferably to New Tork. 


Owner. Frazee later made such a 


trade. The moment Mays was traded. 
President Johnson announced his in- 
definite suspension. The

taken to the courts.

as the real head, the dictator of base- 
ball. 


•> The National League presented the 
idea'of a baseball commissioner, who 
would be the court of last resort. The 
five American 
League 
club owners 


who were with Johnson fell in line, 
when New Tork, Boston and Chicago 
threatened to secede from the Amer- 
ican and Join hands with the National 


Then came the unfortunate Chap- 


man affair that almost caused the 
American League 
players to go on 


strike as a result. 


And now the player who' for a half 


dozen years has been a thorn in the 
side of Ban Johnson and the Ameri- 
can League passes to the rival organ- 
ization. 


Truly, a -wise guy made the remark 


that
